Even though the ignition is in proper 


shape, Improper valve adjustment 
might cause preiguition and conse- 
quent knocking. Look over the valve 
clearances and see that the gaps are 
not too wide nor too close and that the 
limits at all tappets are about the same. 
See that no valve sticks. 
When the 


bearings -were fitted were precautions 
taken to see that 110 end play existed? 
Even though the crank shaft and rod 
bearings have been properly scraped in, 
slight cud play may exist. This would 
cause the whole shaft; to move back- 
ward and forward slightly and cause 
a dull knocking. See that the motor 
supports are in good shape. You may 
have fitted a piston so that too much 
clearance exists between it and the 
cj Under. 


Wh«t grade of oil ahould be used in 


the summer, thick or thin? 


A heavy grade of oil should be used 


in the gear cases in summer for the 
reason that the excess heat due to the 


> 
•warm atmosphere causes the oil to be- 
come thin, and then it Is like ordinary 
oil in winter. 


What ia tha difference between tha ao 


called bluaatona battery and tha ordi* 
nary accumulator? Do they take tha 
aama electrolyte, and are thay charged 
tha aama way? 


The ordinary accumulator Is a stor- 


age battery or secondary battery using 
lead plates and a solution of sulphuric 
acid in water. The bluestone is a pri- 
mary battery, and Instead of lead plates 
a copper plate fonns the positive and 
zinc the negative. The copper plate is 
immersed in a solution of copper sul- 
phate or blue vitriol and the zinc in a 
solution of zinc sulphate or sulphuric 
acid. The vessel containing the cop- 
per sulphate and the copper' strip is 
placed into a porous Jar containing the 
zinc in the acid. The method of charg- 
ing a primary battery consists In giv- 
ing it a cleaning, freeing the plates of 
all deposit and adding/new solution, 
while in the storage battery an electric 
current Is used for charging.

Can you give the meaning of the 


terms applied to rear axles—floating, 
semitioating, live and three-quarter 
floating axles? 


Ordinary motorcar nomenclature gives 


us three types of live rear axles, call- 
ed respectively floating, three-quarter 
floating and sernifloatiug. Live axles 
are those which turn, such as those 
named, while dead axles are those used 
ou double chain drive cars and do not 
turn. The floating axle is one that 
floats—that is, it turns around, but 
does not carry any weight. It is used 
to gain rotary motion only. The semi- 
floating axle, however, not only turns 
the wheels, but takes some of the 
weight of the car. The difference be- 
tween these two types of axles is in 
the position of the wheel bearings. In 
the floating axle the wheel bearings 
are outside of the housing. The rear 
wheels of the car re<5t upon these bear- 
ings. Jt can be seen plainly that if 
the wheels rest upon the bearings and 
the bearings upon the housing the 
housing must support the weight of 
the car. The end of the axle shatt has 
some form of jaw clutch which fits 
into depressions in the wheel hub. In 
the floating axle this connection be- 
tween axle shaft and wheel is flexible, 
but in the three-quarter floating type 
the end of the shaft is permanently 
attached to the \theel, being held usu- 
ally by bolts. 


In the s>emifloating type of rear axle 


the bearing for the wheel instead of 
being outside the housing is inside. 
The wheel is placed on the axle and 
held there by a key. Sometimes the 
ends of the axle shafts are square and 
the inside of the wheel square, so that 
no key is necessary. With the wheels 
01* the axle shafts, nuts are screwed 
ou the euds of the shafts to prevent 
the wheel from backing off. The nuts 
are locked with cotter pins. 


rf the hub of a wheel is not perfectly 


centered—that i«, if it is one-eighth 
inch nearer the circumference on one 
aide than on the other, will it unbal- 
ance the car? 
How can the hub be 


turned? 


Eccentricity of the hub would cause 


undue, strain on the wheel bearing, in- 
crease tire wear ou that s>ide. cause 
unpleasant riding and perhaps injure 
the axle shaft. If it is iu the front it 
will make steering hard also. The best 
plan is to get a new hub or have the 
worn one trued in a lathe. It might 
be possible to have it bushed. Con- 
sult a good repair man, as only an ex- 
amination can tell exactly what should 
be done. 


After running my engine for « time 


and then twitching off the current the 
engine will give five or «ix ahort, jerky 
explosions. What causes this? 


It may be caused by an excessively 


hot engine, carbon in the cylinders or 
possibly a faulty Ignition switch. 


I have had a great deal of trouble 


with my car backfiring; also when 
running on the magneto the motor will 
knock when I attempt to speed up. Can 
you tell me the trouble? 


If the valve and ignition timing is 


correct and the motor free of carbon 
the carburetor apparently is the pait 
to need attention. Backfiring may be 
caused by the mixture being too rich 
or too lean, in either case a flame re- 
sulting which sticks to the cylinder 
wall. This flame remains in the cylin- 
der until the intake valve opens, and 
then the incoming gas in the cylinder, 
intake header, etc., explodes. If you 
will readjust the carburetor no doubt 
the trouble will cease. It might be 
well also to recheck the valve timing 
and see that the valves are seating 
properly. See that the ignition wires 
are connected properly. 
Preignitioii 


will always cause knocking, and no 
doubt the knocking you hear is caused 
by the charge igniting at the wrong 
time. Do not advance the spark Joo 
much when the motor is called upon 
to carry the extra load. If the engine 
knocks after the carburetor is adjust- 
ed properly it may be caused by some 
loose internal part or the ignition being 
poorly timed.

Can you,tell me what causes hard 


steering? 


Although excess friction In the post 


fc. would cause hard steering, the trouble 
\migUt lie either In tile wbeejs or the 
* linkage from the post to the wheels. 


When the wheels are ont of alignment 
a dragging effect is obtained. Under- 
Inflated tires cause bard steering to 
aome extent. When a car Is new one 
should expect the steering mechanism 
to be n little stiff. 


I have installed an 80-120 storage 


battery on my car and have a hydrom- 
eter for testing the electrolyte in the 
battery. 
Can you tell me what it 


should read when the battery is fully 
charged ? 


When the battery is fully charged 


the specific gravity of the electrolyte 
will be between 1.275 and 1.30.. A 
gravity of 1.15 indicates discharged. 


Can you give the formula for a prepa- 


ration for removing road oil or tar from 
a newly painted car? 


AVe know of no substance which will 
emove the oil and leave the varnish' 
unharmed. Some have tried soft soap 
mixed with a little benzine, but the 
atter is apt to act ou the varnish. 
Jody men usually suggest using soft 
oap to remove as much of the oil as 
possible and then refinishlng. 


. have » car with a bore of four and 


;trok« of five and fifteen-sixteenths, the 
ntake valves being two and one-half 
nches. By putting on a two or two 
and one-fourth inch intake manifold 
*nd a three inch exhaust pipe would 
he speed of the car be increased? 


You can safely increase tbe exhaust 


pipe to three inches diameter, but if 
you attempt to use an intake larger 
:han one and three-fourths or perhaps 
two inches you will not get a'notice- 
able increase in power. 
The power 


increase would amount to about two 
horsepower maximum, but the motor 
would not throttle down as •well, nor 
would it accelerate as well as with tbe 
one and three-fourths inch manifold. 
The change is not advised. 


What is your opinion as to the use of 


kerosene in the cooling system of a car 
instead of water during the colder 
months? 


Kerosene alone in tUe cooling sys- 


tem would soon cause overheating of 
the motor. Besides, dangerous Rase? 
would be genera ted,-and no doubt the 
water connections, if made of rubber, 
would be affected. Kerosene mixed 
tvith wate? In tuq proportions of two- 
tblrds water to one-third kerosene has 
been tried, but the results obtained 
were not as good as those of alcohol, 
glycerin and water.

KKA CRUZ, the first port of 
the Mexican republic, holds 
many picturesque sights and 
experiences for the American 


Bailors now aboard the battleships out- 
aide that port during the crisis in tbe 
affairs of the country. 
The city, which is one of the oldest, 


quaintest and most cosmospolitan of 
the Mexican coast towns, with a popu- 
lation of 25,000, was one of the first 
places to be settled by the Spanish In- 
vaders and the scene of battles ancient 
and modern. Today it presents a curi- 
ous blend of both periods—fine new 
buildings standing side by side with 
diminutive negro cabins and certain 
parts of the city resembling- Valencia 
and Bilbao transplanted to the new 
world. 
The city epitomizes the whole of 


Mexican history. Here the Spaniards 
planted their first stockade, fought 
their first battle *ith the natives and 
established their base ol supplies while 
they attacked the great stronghold of 
the Aztecs. And from It they sent back 
their fleet laden with gold, wrested 
from the dying Indians. For three cen- 
turies it was the main port of New 
Spain, and when the Mexicans threw 
off the Spanish yoke the last flag of 
Spain was hauled down from the for- 
tress of San Juan de Ulua, In the bay 
of Vera Cruz, one mile from the maln-

The Castillo de San Juan de Ulua, 


on La Gallega Island, formerly a penal 
settlement, consists of a fort, a dry- 
dock, shipyard, lighthouse and a mili- 
tary prison and marine signal station. 
Th» cornerstone was laid fn 1S28, and 
the massive foundations of the fort be- 
low the water line are said to have 
coot upward of 4.000,000 pesos ($2.000,- 
000). 
They have withstood the inces- 


sant pounding of tremendous seas for 
four centuries. 
More than 40,000,000 


' pesos have been spent on Ulua. 
The bay and harbor, formed by the 
coast and the Oallega reef, are difficult 
of entrance to snips because of the 
many closo small reefs. The harbor 
ha* an area of 5iO acres and an aver- 
age depth of only thirty feet. 
The 


mouth, eighty-six feet' -wide, is pro- 
tected by a lighthouse. Formerly ships 
wore obliged to put to sea for safety 
in a blow. Beccntly more than $30,- 
000.000 ha* been spent to make the 
harbor safe with breakwaters and sea 
wall, with artificial blocks weighing 
more "than thirty ton» each. The bar

What Modern Guns Do. 


The Scientific American makes an in- 


teresting calculation on the force of ex- 
plosives in the largest Gerrcau guns. 
Their. 40.G centimeter (sixteen inch) 
gun represents ou firing a force of 
300,000,000 foot pounds, "equal to the 
impact that would result from the fall 
of a block of granite thirty feet long, 
thirty feet wide and twenty feet thick 
dropped from a height of 110 feet" 
The 30.5 centimeter 
(twelve 
inch) 


Krupp gun lires a projectile weighing 
445 kilograms (981 pounds), which 
leaves a barrel with a velocity of 2,6'JO 
feet a second. 
Its maximum range 


is twenty kilometers, or about twelve 
and a half miles, and the shot covers 
this distance iu ninety-five seconds. If 
one of these guns is fired iu a due 
north and south direction the projectile 
will deviate a distance of 100 meters, 
or 52o feet, from its true direction ow- 
ing to the revolution of the earth.
